pounds — $2.8 million to §42 
million. 


Also reported missing by gal- 


lery officials were one Elsheim- 
cr and one by Gerrard Dou. 


The burglars selected the 


cream of the gallery, which is 
part of Dulwich College. 


The total value of the gal- 


lery's collections is estimated at 
30 million pounds — $84 million. 


The thieves struck while the 


college was closed for yearend 
holidays 


Gallery attendants discovered 


the burglary this morning 


Police said the raiders got in 


by smashing a panel in one of 
the heavy oak doors leading to 
the gallery. 


Detective1; said one of the 


gang, clearly a small man, 
squeezed through the hole, cut 
the paintings from their frames 
and passed them to his confed- 
erates.

LONDON (AP) — Britain 


awaited official response today 
to its call for an urgent meeting 
of the United States, North and 
South Vietnam to discuss ending 
the war in Vietnam. 


Initial reaction in Washington 


indicated the United States 
would be willing to attend. 
South Vietnamese officials said 
they were studying the propos- 
•al. There was no immediate 
reaction from Hanoi. 


The British initiative, viewed 


as a surprise by some here, 
came Friday night with the an- 
nouncement that Foreign Secre- 
tary George Brown had sent 
messages to the three countries 
urging an immediate meeting to 
discuss peace 


Makes Offer - 


Brown offered to make-avail- 


able any suitable British territo- 
ry for the proposed peace talks. 
London reports said he had in 
mind Hong Kong, the nearest 
British area to the war zone. 


The government announcement 
said the text of the messages to 
Secretary of State Dean Rusk 
and the foreign ministers of Sai- 
gon and Hanoi would be made 
public New Year's Eve. 


The call was made by the 


British as cochairman with the 
Soviet Union of the Geneva con- 
ference in 1954, which signed 
the settlements for the territo- 
ries of former French Indo- 
china. 


The Soviet government was 


let in on the plan and, by impli- 
cation, presumably could be 
cohost of the meeting with the 
British

Djilas' release by his former 
close friend said only: "By a 
decree OP amnesty of president 
of the republic, today was re- 
leased from further serving of 
strict imprisonment sentence 
Milovan Djilas " 


Release Rumored 


Reports that Djilas would be 


freed on New Year's Eve had 
persisted in Belgrade for some 
days. 


Yugoslav sources speculated 


that Djilas' release reflected a 
more liberal attitude toward 
opponents of 
Tito's regime 


They pointed to the ouster last 
July — and subsequent amnesty 
— of Aleksander Rankovic, vice 
president and Communist party 
strong man. 


Although Rankovic lost his 


government and party posts, 
Tito granted him amnesty last 


with members of the secret 
police of attempting to take 


r the govennment.

In a telegram to Johnson, 


Findley challenged the legality 
of the proposal and asked that 
Congress get a chance to look 
into it first. 


"Equally important, I ques- 


tion the wisdom of handing aid 
to a country that is so openly 
aiding our enemy in North Viet- 
nam," Findley said. "Why oui 
government should seek to ease 
the monetary problems of a 
country actively aiding our ene- 
mies is difficult to understand."

as a reporter for the newspaper, 
campaigns for reforms in Cali- 
fornia's abortior, laws and is 
president of the new priests' 
association. 


Many Causes 


"There are many causes for 


the association to fight for," he 
said, "because the Church is 
analogous to a large corporation 
with 10,000 graduate executives 
and no personnel department." 


In h's view, injustices range 


from the administration of the 
pension fund for widows to sala- 
ries paid clergymen. 


"Widows of priests are paid 


one-millionth of the fund's total 
assets per month," the priest 
said. The fund, Kinsolving said, 
totals .$160 million and pension- 
ers "receive an average of $153 
a month." 


"The Church pension fund 


operated in a manner approved 
by the general convention," said 
Bishop John E. Hines, leader oi 
the Church's clergymen. "Some 
Church institutions are subject 
to criticism by people who think 
they can run them better."

"The home is the first of its

"A priest in trouble in 
our Church had no place to go 
t>efore this home was estab- 
lished. We have received calls 
from troubled priests as far 
away as the east coast." 


The home, in San Francisco, 


currently is helping six priests, 
he said. 


"One goal we have is to 


create conditions where a priest 
has the freedom to express his 
personal convicUons in sermons 
to his congregation. With the 
present lack of freedom, priests 
are leaving the parochial minis- 
try to work in schools, adminis- 
tration and in special projects 
such as civil rights," he said.

Death of a President 


Now that the controversy over the 


publication of Death Of A President has 
been ended with proclamations from both 
sides of agreement, it is worth reviewing 
exactly what caused this monumental flap 
which has confused the whole country. 


In reality it dates back to the chaos and 


near hysteria of the days after President 
Kennedy was assassinated. And it stems 
from two big mistakes. 


The first was the idea of the Kennedy 


family, or at least some of them, that they 
could really have an "authorized" version 
of history that would be worth anything at 
all History is data and facts but it is also 
the way different people look at events 
and each other. And history and its 
meaning depends upon subsequent events 
viewed in the perspective of years 


The second error was the signing of a 


contract by author William Manchester 
whereby he gave the Kennedys censorship 
rights over his manuscript. It is hard to 
understand how a good reporter could do 
such a thing and certainly no reputable 
historian would. 


But both errors came during the 


the days ahead. This is not only wishful 
thinking or an attempt to evade the 
responsibilities for our misdeeds. We must 
profit by our actions during the last year 
and try to find new answers to the eternal 
questions posed by fear, brutality and 
inhumanity that face us in a variety of 
ways besides in actual warfare. 


"We live m deeds, not years; in 


Thought, not breaths; 


In feelings, not in figures on a dial. 
We should count time by heart-throbs. 


He most lives 


Who thinks most—feels the noblest—> 


Acts the best." 


Thus wrote poet Philip Bailey almost a 


hundred years ago. 


We might add that we live in hope each 


New Year's Day, in confidence that we 
shall not make the same mistakes we did 
before, in realization that each man's 
salvation is an individual matter. We won't 
succeed in living up to these resolutions 
along with a lot of more minor ones. But 
determination to try is also one of man's 
more noble characteristics.

It is 
quite likely that copies of the original 
manuscript will be circulated since there 
were so many copies in existence at the 
time the controversy erupted. It really is 
not very important since the offending 
passages have been described if not exactly 
quoted in most newspapers and news mag- 
azines 


What does seem strange, however, is 


why the passages were used and why the 
Kennedys objected to them. Certainly no 
stigma should be attached to anyone for 
what was said or done in the hours 
following the tragedy. Hasty decisions and 
considerable 
confusion were to be ex- 


pected later to be denounced or explained. 
But the emotionalism engendered by the 
tragedy in Dallas has not yet been dissipat- 
ed.
